Election petition under Section 80 of R. P. Act 1951 calling in question the 
election of Captain Awadhesh Pratap Singh and Shrimati Krishna Kumari, by 
the Members of the Vindhya Pradesh Electoral College to fill the seats in the 
Council of States. 

The petitioner abovenamed submits as follows: — 

1. That in the month of February 1954 the President of India was pleased 
to call upon the Members of Vindhya Pradesh Electoral College to elect two 
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Members to All the vacancies in the Council of State to be caused, by the retire¬ 
ment of the Members on the expiry of their terms of office on the 2nd April 1954. 

2. That on the 1st March 1954 the respondents including the petitioners 
filed their nominations which were all accepted by the Returning Officer. 

3. That the Petitioner No. 2 withdrew his nomination leaving the Petitioner 
No. 1 and respondents in the contest. 

4. That the polls took place on the 22nd March 1954 and the counting was 
done on the -same day and Respondent Nos. 1 and 2 were declared elected by the 
Returning Officer. 

5. That the respondent Nos. 1 and 2 were declared duly elected only after the 
counting of first preference and the following were the first preference votes 
secured by each candidate— 

1. Shri Capt. Awadhesh Pratap Singh 

2. Smt. Krishna Kumari 

3. Shri Jageshwar Prasad 

4. Shri Brajendra Nath Chaturvedi 

5. Shri Baijnath Dubey 

6. That the election of Respondent Nos. 1 and 2 and the election 
is void and is liable to be set aside on the following grounds: — 

(a) The Electoral Roll of the Parliamentary Constituencies were in¬ 

complete and were not validly prepared and published, depriving, 
thereby the right of citizens to contest the election. 

(b) That the Returning Officer has violated the mandatory provisions of 

Section 66 of the R. P. Act 1951 and Rules made thereunder by 
curtailing the period of polls only to 4 hours as he fixed the hours 
of poll from 9 a.m, to 1 p.m. 

(c) That the curtailment of the period of polls has materially affected the 

result of election as some of the electors arrived at the polling booth 
only a few minutes passed 1 p.m. and could not exercise their right, 
of voting. 

(d) That the result of the election has been materially affected by the 

improper acceptance of the nomination papers of Respondents No. 1 
and 2 as they were not voters in the validly prepared and published 
electoral Roll of the Parliamentary Constituency of Vindhya Pradesh 
and their nomination paper was not properly drawn up and validly 
presented. 

(e) That the Respondents No. 1 and 2 themselves and through their agents, 

workers, supporters and convassers committed the corrupt practice 
of bribery by offering and promising gratification and seats in the 
sub-committees of the Vindhya Pradesh Legislative Assembly to some 
of the electors with a view to give them some financial gain with 
an object to induce them to vote for Respondents No. 1 and 2, the 
details whereof are given in the list ‘A’ of the particulars attached 
to the petition. 

(f) That the Respondents No. 1 and 2 themselves, through their agents, 

workers, supporters and canvassers hired, procured and used motor 
cars to carry the electors to the polling booth the details whereof 
are given in the list ‘B’ of the particulars attached to this petition. 

7. That the election of Respondents No. 1 and 2 is void in as much as the 
return of election expenses filed by the Respondents No. 1 and 2 is false in 
material particulars details whereof are given in the list ‘C’ of the particulars 
attached to this petition. 

8. That the result of the election has been materially affected by the improper 
reception and counting of votes polled in favour of the Respondents No, 1 and 
2 and non-compliance with the provisions of the constitution, Representation 
of People Act and rules and orders made thereunder. 
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9. That the petitioners have deposited a security of Rs. 1,000 the receipt 
whereof is annexed hereto and the petition is within time. The Chalan No. 1148. 

10. The petitioners therefore claim— 

(a) That the election of Respondents No. 1 and 2 be declared void. 

(b) That the election as a whole be declared void. 

(c) That the cost of the petition be awarded to the petitioners. 

(d) That any other relief to which the petitioners be entitled be granted.

3. Shri Mahendra Kumar Manava, Finance Minister, Vindhya Pradesh hrought 
the following voters in car No. WBX 5050 from Chhotarpur to polling station 
at Rewa oh the day of polling—
